this place as the result, it is claimed, 
of a criminal operation, were shipped 
over the Wabash railroad to Fort 
Wayne. There they were transferred 
to the Pennsylvania 
and at noon 


were placed on board 
a train for 


Lima. 


The identification of the dead girl, 


who was surrounded by the deepest 
mystery for several days, was com- 
pleted Thursday evening by a 
cousin, J. W. Blackburn, wJio came 
to Antwerp to claim the remains. 
She was the daughter of Levi Mc- 
Bride, a prosperous farmer residing 
nine miles south of Lima. The fam- 
ily is very highly respected and 
Bora, who was twenty-two years of 
age, was an accomplished musician* 
It is claimed she never made known 
the name of the author of iher down- j 
fall and that secret (has probably j 
been carried with her to the grave. 
Nor chad she confided the fact of her 
condition to her mother and up to 
last evening the parents were not 
aware of their daughter's death. 


Mis£ McBride left home Saturday to 
go to Lima for a visit with her sister, 
who resides there* She did not re- 
main, however, but told her sister 
she was going west for a two weeks* 
visit with friends. It is claimed she 
next went to the home of (Mrs. Wat- 
kins, a clairvoyant, where she met 
Mrs. Frank, one of the woineu now 
ill at the Shaffer place. 
Together 


they made the trip to Antwerp, but 
were met at Fort Wayne by Mrs. 
Shaffer, 
who accompanied them 


home. 


The identification of Miss McBride 


was brought about by her brother 
seeing the description of the un- 
known girl in the papers. He feared 
the truth and went to the (house she 
was supposed to be visiting 
and 


fund she was not there. He was 
satisfied that she was the one. 
Paulding officers had a photograph 
of -her and when he saw it he burst 
into tears. 


Br. IHackadorn, in his evidence at 


the preliminary 'hearing, testified 
that Mrs. Shaffer had told him the

iu appearance. The Bidenour girl 
and Mrs. Ftank axe confined in one 
of the garret bedroos, 'and in the 
obscure light which peeped through 
the small and old-styled window? 
they made pitiable objects as they 
lay (helpless and motionless upon the 
low 'and rickety beds. A nurse has 
been provided for tfne sufferers, and 
charitable people here are preparing 
to remove them to a place where they 
may foe 'better cared for. 


Shaffer, his wife and her sister, 


Mrs. Hester Douglass, are now in 
jail 'Ajt Paulding in default of -bonds 
of $1,000 «ach, and will answer to 
the higher court in Jannuary.

Sherman, of Chicago, started 
the discussion by attacking the exe- 
cutive council, saying that the couii- 
cil was a regular Tammany and that 
the attempt to increase the member- 
ship was done for the purpose of 
further intrenching itself. 
Charles 


Bold, also of Chicago, said it was 
common gossip all over the country 
that the council was absolutely in 
control 
of 
the 
federation. 
He 


thought the council 
membership 


should be decreased. John P. Heese, 
of Iowa, representing 
the miners, 


caused a stir by saying that the exe- 
cutive council was made of men of 
brains who could "lead the common 
heid of delegates on the floor." J. 
H. Bowman, who represents 150,000 
members of the Chicago federation of 
labor, vigorously protested against 
Reese's remarks, as did several other 
delegates. Speeches were made by a 
dozen delegates for and against the 
increase, after which a vote was tak- 
en and the proposition defeated. 


These resolutions were adopted: 
Instructing the executive council 


to induce the butchers' union in Kan- 
sas City to joini the Central Labor 
body, and increasing the per -capita 
(tax of the national and international 
unions from one-third to one-half 
a cent per month per member, to take 
effect next February. 


The proposition to increase the sal- 


ary of tie president and secretary 
was defeated. 


The credentials of President Shaf- 


fer, of the Amalgamated association 
of Iron, Steel and Tin workers, were 
transferred to Frank Booley. 
Mr. 


Shaffer having been called to Indi- 
ana on business conected with his as- 
sociation, 


The resoltlon increasing the per

Payne of the committee on ways and 
means, todtiy presented tihe majority 
repo-it on tihe .Philippine tariff bill. 


At a meeting of the ways and 


means committee today for the final 
consideration of the Philippine tariff 
bill, Representative Robertson, dem- 
ocrat, of Louisiana, announced that 
he would vote for the bill in the 
house, and Kepresentative McCall, 
republican, of Massachusetts, 
an- 


nounced that he would vote against 
it. With these exceptions, the re- 
publicans of the committee expiessed 
themselves in favor of the measure, 
and the democrats opposed to it, and 
by a vote of 7 to 5, on party lines, 
Messrs. McCall and Robertson an- 
swering "present," but not voting, 
the bill was ordered reported. 


MAJORITY REPORT. 


The majority report says: 
"This bill is designed to raase reve- 


nue for the government and benefit 
of the Philippine archipelago. It is 
intended to restore the status which 
existed pi'ior do fthe late decision of 
the supreme court in "tlhe diamond 
rings" case. Prior to tOialt decision 
the govcirnmait had -been collecting 
dutks on goods coming imto the Uni- 
ted States from the Philippine archi- 
pelago ait the same raltes as these 
provided in our tariff laws for like 
articles from, "foreign countries." 
rthe court holds that the Philippine 
archipelago is- ridt a f oredgn. country, 
and therefore the general tariff law- 
does not apply. This bill extends 
the rate now existing upon imports 
from foreign, countries to articles 
brought in 
from 
the Philippine 


islands. 


•'In the Philippine ardhdipelago the 


United Staites Philippine commission 
prepared a tariff act -after much, care 
and study. 
^Dhelr object has been 


and is to raitfe sufficient revenue to 
support a government in tihe Phil- 
ippines, to provide amply f or the edu- 
cation of the people, to open up the 
'highways- of commerce both foreign 
and domestic, and to provide ample 
police force for the preservation of 
order. Thetee different forras of tariff 
in force tbere 'h/ave produced a sur- 
plus of revenue after paying the ex- 
penses of ftlie government This bill 
propose® in the first section to make 
this Philippine ftadff a part of the 
statutes of the United States. 


NECESSITY POR IW3VENTO, 
"The necessity -for a continuance of 


revenue wihlch sfhall be both ample 
and certain is imperative. 
If wt 


continue the police and constabulary 
system which lias been inaugurated, 
and -which is doing so mucTi to re- 
store land conserve order in the 
islands, it will call for a large in- 
crease in appropriations. We have 
enrolled one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand school children in the public 
schools. Of this number more than 
one-half are 
tw&thout uny school 


hou&e accommodation. It is neces- 
sary tlraJt we build suitable houses 
at once. Ten thousand adults were 
at last 'accounts enrolled for night 
schools 'and we are told that this 
number lias since increased probably 
to at least 'thirty-five 'thousand. 
These people, anxious to learn our 
language and to better their mental 
condition, must be amply provided 
for. 
Four thousand teachers have 


been employed, nearly all of them 
recently, and thedr salaries must be 
paid. This great work of education 
must ntft be crippled, even for a 
short time, for lack of funds. 


"Our government *has ganfc to work 


systematically through tihe commis- 
sion for the improvement of the har- 
bor at Manila. They toave Hit the 
contract, after & putolic advertise- 
ment and competitive bids, to tlie 
lowest bidder. This contract calls 
for the ^expenditure of three mil- 
lions of dollars in the near future. 
Eoads are being constructed and the 
building of roads in tfttis tropical 
country is «tpttwrtve, Thwe are but 
a few of thd many Iteme of expen- 
diture irihftdi are imperative. All 


are preparing tht 


to the taxpayers of the United EUU». 


TONNAGE TAXES. 


'•Tbe bill altoo provides for tixe col- 


lection of <tonnage taxes on vessels 
plying betoween toe ports of the Uni- 
ted States and the Philippine urcfai- 
petlago. It further 
provides that 


'•vessels not of the United States 
may ply 'between these ports, not- 
withstanding our coastwise naviga- 
tion laws, until t3ie first day of Jan- 
uary, 1905, when it is believed these 
islands may safely come under the 
operation of our present statutes and 
vessels orily of tihe United States be 
employed in our 
commerce with 


them." 


"At present our own people who 


sliip goods to these islands are hand- 
icapped by the (internal revenue tax 
and duties paid upon foredgn goods 
imported here and used in the manu- 
facture of -articles sent to the Philip- 
pines. The sixth clause of tfte pro- 
posed bill is designed to remedy this. 


"The fourth section provides that 


all the duties And taxefe collected 
under t(he act shall not be covered 
inito the general fund of tfce treasury 
of the United StaJte* but paid into 
the treasury of the Philippine islands 
to >be used and expended for the use 
and benefit of these islands, 


"The object of the foill is to meet a 


pressing emergency, practically and 
efficiently. We presenit the tariff act 
of the commission <as t he ibest that 
can be devised in the limited time 
left for us to aot." 


THE HINOBITY REPORT. 


Representative 
Richardson, 
of 


Tennessee, reported to the house 
the minority report on the Philippine 
tariff bill, signed by all the demo- 
crats of the ways and means commit- 
tee except Mr. Robertson, of Louisi- 
ana. Uhe report says in part: 


"The measure is but another step 


in the well-marked line of imperial- 
ism* It is enacting a policy of pure 
colonialism and the worst form 01 
that policy. 
We are opposed to our 


government attempting to hold ter- 
ritories as colonies and treating the 
inhabitants thereof aa subjects* and 
imposing upon them a government of 
force* This is the method of the em- 
pire instead of that of the republic. 
We oppose the whole policy of the 
majority in dealing with the Philip- 
pine archipelago. 
We 'believe that 


instead of the effort' they are making 
to set up and hold permanent colonies 
there we should long since have in- 
augurated a policy insuring to the 
people if those islands stable gov- 
ernment and their ultimate inde- 
pendence* 


"But, even if there is to be an ad- 


mitted change in our institutions and 
our form of government and a wide 
departure from the old landmark of 
political truth, that all .governments 
instituted among men derive their 
just powers from th* consent of the 
governed, and if it be admitted that 
we are to embark upon the danger- 
ous and desperate policy of colony 
holding and subject governing, to 
none of which do we agree, even, then 
we could not give our assent to the 
passage of the pending measure* The 
colonial plan set up by this bill is 
unjust and illiberal in the extreme." 


MORE POWER THAN A KING. 
The report says the a&cretary of 


war made tlie tax law for the Philip- 
pines and is given more power thau 
most kings. 
It also says that the 


bill declares the Philippines foreign 
territory and applies Bingley law 
rates, and then proceeds to denounce 
the Dingley law as a trust-binding 
measure, forcing people to pay higher 
prices for their goods at home than 
the same goods sell for abroad. 
It 


asserts that the object of the legisla- 
tion is to obtain trade and that trade 
could be obtained without the great 
expense the country is now compelled 
to pay, A comparison of the trade 
with the Philippines with the cost 
of maintaining the army is made 
with the assertion that at the end of 
the next year the Philippines will 
have cost the United States ?450- 
000,000. 
Reference is made to the 


loss of life incident to the operations 
of the army in the islands, which is 
declared to be of such magnitude as 
to shock the public mind. 
The re- 


port closes by saying the people of 
the Philippines cannot be made citi 
zens and we cannot hold them as sub* 
jects without the most radical 
changes in our form and theory of 
government

it. With these exceptions, the re- 
publicans of the committee expressed 
themselves in favor of the measure, 
and the democrats opposed to it, and 
by a vote of 7 to 5, on party lines, 
Messrs. McCall and Robertson an- 
swering "present," but not voting, 
the bill was ordered reported. 


MAJORITY -REPORT. 


The majority report says: 
"Tins bill is designed to ra::se reve- 


nue for the government and benefit 
of the Fliilippine archipelago. It is 
intended -to restore the status which 
existed pi'ior 'to "the Lite decision of 
the supreme coui't in "tine diamond 
rings" cara. Prior to tftialt decision

United Staltes Philippine commission 
prepared a tariff act after mucli cure 
and study. 
Their object has been 


and is to raise sufficient revenue to 


to the taxpayers of the United States. 


TONNAGE TAXES. 


:'Tbe bitt also provides for tiie col- 


lection of tonnage taxes on vessels 
plying 'between tlie ports of tiie Uni- 
ted States nnd 'the Philippine archi- 
pelago. It further 
provides that 


"vessels not of the United States 
may ply between these ports, not- 
withstanding our coastwise naviga- 
tion laws, until I3ie first day of Jan- 
uary, 1905, when it is "believed these 
islands may safely come under the 
opera-Hon of our present statutes nnd 
vessels only of the United States be 
employed in our 
commerce 
with 


them." 


"At present our own people who 


ship g-oods to these islands are hand- 
icapped by the internal revenue tax 
and duties paid upon foreign goods 
imported here and used In the uuuiu- 
faiarure of articles sent to the Philip- 
pines. The sixth clause of tlie pro- 
posed hill is designed to remedy this. 


"The fourth section provides that 


all the duties and taxes collected 
under the act shall not he covered 
inito the general fund of tlie treasury 
of Una United Stafteft, but paid into 
the treasury of the Philippine Islands 
to 'be used nnd expended for the use 
and benefit of tihese islands. 


"The object of the WH is to meet a 


pr&ssing emergency, practically and 
efficiently.

STRUCK BY SWITCH ENGINE 


WILLIAM WESEMANN SUSTAINS 


DANGEROUS WOUNBS. 


Was Found Bleeding -and Uncon- 


scious Near the Windh Street 


Crossing Last Night, 


William Wesemann, of 32 Which 


street, was found lying in an uncon- 
scious condition along the Wabash 
railway, near the Winch street cross- 
ing, at 10:30 o'clock last night. The 
unfortunate man was first seen by 
William 
Boese,

street, who was passing along the 
tracks at that hour, and the find was 
reported by telephone to the police 
station. An ambulance was sent out 
and Wesemann, -covered with blood 
and unconscious, was taken to Hope 
hospital. Dr. McOscar was called and 
he found that the man was suffering 
from concussion of the brain, there 
being a gash 
fronl 
the right eye 


across the top of the head to a point 
near the left ear and where it passed 
over the left frontal region, the skull 
is fractured. The left wrist was also 
badly cut and bruised* In a semi- 
unconscious 
condition. Wesemann 


said his name was William Beasner, 
and that he lived at 32 Liberty 
street. 
Inquiry at that number 


showed that he did not live there and 
his identity and place of residence 
was net 'discovered until this morn- 
ing, when. Rev. Jacob Miller, of St. 
Paul's Lutheran church, dropped into 
the hospital to take -a look >at the un- 
fortunate fellow. 
He knew Wese- 


mann and was able to direct the of- 
ficers to his home. Wesemann is em- 
ployed in the Wabash boiler shop as 
a flue welder. He worked until 9 
o'clock last evening and at that -hour 
left for home, walking up the Wa- 
bash tracks. A switch, engine was 
out in the neighborhood of Winch 
street at 9:30 o'clock last evening, 
and it is presumed that it was this 
engine that struckWeseinnnn/fchough 
the crew of the engine saw nothing 
fco indicate such a-n accident, 
Mrs. 


Wesemann was not informed of the 
accident until this morning. When 
her husband did not reach home at 
the usual hour, she supposed he had 
been detained at the shops or sent out 
of the city to repair a boiler, as oft- 
en happened, and did not worry over 
his absence. 
Iflr. and Mrs. Wese- 


mann 'have a baby only two weeks 
old, and it was feared that the shock 
of the news might prostrate her, in 
her weakened condition, but she bore 
up bravely under the affliction. Dr. 
McOscar says that the result of the 
accident cannot be foretold at pres- 
ent, but lie is inclined to the opinion 
that the man will recover.

Yesterday Iglesiae ^was sentenced to 
three years, four months and eight 
days' imprisonment* 


Seven of his companions were sen- 


tenced to four mouths* imprison- 
ment, while two were acquitted of 
the charge of being the founders of 
taa illegal association and conspiracy 
in August, 1900, to raise th« price 
of labor iti Perto Rico. Iglesias, as 
the founder of the conspiracy, gets 
the (heaviest sentence. The other men 
were merely his associates in -the 
crime. Uuder Spanish law, which is 
atill in force here, persons convicted 
of a crime have to pay the costs. 


IS ADJUDGED ULLEGAX. 


0?he local federation of the work- 


men of Porto Rico, which is now part 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
under .the presidency of Samuel 
Qompers, has beeii ordered 'dissolved, 
as it has been adjudged illegal be- 
cause of this Conspiracy* 


Mr. Savage, judge of the district 


court, dissented as to the illegality 
of the local federation, although he 
agreed -that Iglesias was guilty oJ 
a conspiracy to raise the price of la- 
bor in August 1900, when -tlhe cur- 
rency of Porto Rico was changed. At 
that time nearly all merchants and 
employers here raised their prices 
from pesos to dollars, an advance of 
40 cents. Iglesias did the same, con- 
tending he only raised wages in pro- 
portion to other increases. This con- 
stitutes the ^conspiracy. 


CASE IS CARRIED UP. 


The case has been' -appealed to the 


supreme court of Porto Rico, where 
it will probably be heard in a month 
Pending this appeal Iglesias is at 
liberty.

San Juan, Dec. 13.—Santiago Ig- 


lejins, president ot the Federation of 
Workmen of Porto 
Sico, together 


with nine companions, was tried in 
the district court ot San Juan Wed- 
nesday 
on o. charge of conspiracy. 


Yesterday Igleaias was sentenced to 
three years, four months and eight 
days' imprisonment. 


Seven of his companions were sen- 


tenced to four 
months' imprison- 


ment, while two were acquitted of 
the charge of being the founders of 
•an illegal association and conspiracy 
in August, 1900, to raise the price 
of labor in Porto Rico. Iglesias, as 
the founder of the conspiracy, gets 
the heaviest sentence. The other men 
were merely his associates in the 
crime. Under Spanish law, which is 
itill in force here, persons convicted 
of a crime have to pay the costs. 


IS ADJUDGED ILLEGAL. 


The local federation of the work- 


men x>f Porto Rico, which is now part 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
under 
the presidency 
of Samuel 


Oompers, has been ordered dissolved, 
as it has been adjudged illegal be- 
cause of this conspiracy. 


Mr. Savage, judge ot the district 


court, dissented as to the illegality 
of the local federation, although he 
agreed that Iglesias was guilty of 
a conspiracy to raise the price of la- 
bor in August 1000, when «he cur- 
rency of Porto Hico was changed. At 
that time nearly all merchants and 
employers here raised their prices 
from pesos to dollars, an advance ot 
40 cents. Iglesias did the same, con- 
tending he only raised wages in pro- 
portion to other increases. This con- 
stitutes the 'conspiracy. 


CASE IS CABKIED TTP. 


The case has been appealed 'to the 


supreme court of Porto Bico, where 
it will probably be heard in a month 
Pending this appeal Iglesias is at 
liberty. 


The mass meeting of the Federa- 


tion of Labor called for next Sunday 
will probably be called off, as the 
plans of the federation are temporar- 
ily deranged. 


Iglesias says politics inEucnced the 


decision 'against him, as the judges 
belonged to the republican' party, 
while Iglesias is a federalist. One 
of the acquitted men has turned re- 
publican, it is said, since the time of 
the conspiracy. 


Since Iglesias has been here as the 


local organizer of the American' Fed- 
eration of labor, 'he has been con- 
tinually attacked In circulars and 
threatened 
by certain republicans 


who opposed his plans. Last Tues- 
day night these republicans fired sev- 
eral shots at the-building of the fed- 
eration. The police searched: the 
rooms of these aen for arms, but 
found nothing. 


•Iglesias has petitioned Governor 


Hunt, citing reported assaults upon 
his men and asking for protection. 
Iglesias saW: "It the laws of Porto 
Jfcico are inadequate to punish, these 
offenders, if I cannot continue my 
work of 'Americanizing Porto Btean 
laborers -unmolested, please inform 
me so that I can return to the United 
States, abandoning -this country anc 
my mission here."
